Please follow the procedures and dates as indicated on pages 4 and 6 
of this calendar. Late registrants may not assume that they are authorized 
to attend class until they have received official confirmation that their 
registration has been approved. 


Counselling, when required, is available for Extension students by appoint- 
ment with the Extension Office. See also page 11. Career counselling for 
Business Administration students is available from members of that Faculty. 


The late date for dropping a first semester course is November 1, 
for a full course January 15, and for a second semester course 
February 15. After these respective dates, the student will receive 
a failing grade for a dropped course. 


ACADEMIC CHANGES 


1. Home Economics is now a Social Science (Group B). This means that 
Home Economics can no longer be counted as the requirement for a 
lab science. However, students who took Home Economics prior to 
September 1971 can still use it as their lab science requirement. 


2. Linguistics is counted in Group A (Humanities). 
3. German 200 is counted in Group A (Humanities). 


4. History is now a Social Science (Group B). Students who took History 
prior to September 1972 can still count it as Group A (Humanities). 


See Group Chart on page 21 for other information. 
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The university reserves the right to cancel any course in which there is not 
sufficient enrolment and to alter fee schedules and timetable where necessary. 


If it is necessary, for any reason, to limit the enrolment in a class, students 
will be enrolled on a “first come, first served” basis. 


Where the calendar indicates that permission of the Department or instructor 
is necessary in place of a prerequisite for a course, this permission must be 
submitted in WRITING to the Extension Office before registration in that 
course can be approved. 


Clear distinction must be made among the terms APPLICATION, 


ADMISSION, and REGISTRATION. They represent three steps which must 
be taken in that order. 


1, 


APPLICATION is the very first official action taken by a prospective 
student. He obtains an application form from the Office of the Registrar 
on which he will list some personal data which can be used by the uni- 
versity, along with supporting documents. These data will be evaluated 
and if found satisfactory, the applicant will receive a Letter of Admission. 


ADMISSION This is the reception of an official statement (Letter of 
Admission) from the university that the applicant has satisfied all the 
requirements for the undertaking of a university program. 


REGISTRATION This is action taken by the student AFTER applica- 
tion has been made and acceptance received from the university in the 
form of a Letter of Admission. See pages 4 and 5 for registration 
procedures.

EXTENSION REPRESENTATIVES 


The Senate of the University has established a Sub-Committee which is to 
deal with policy problems of the Extension Division. It has provided for two 
members of this Committee to be Extension students. It is up to the Extension 
student body to select these members by whatever method it chooses: an 
Extension Student Council or simply representatives on this Committee. 


DEAN OF EXTENSION 


The University has designated the chief officer of the Extension Division 
as a Dean responsible for the welfare of the Extension students. 
As in the past, the Extension Office will offer academic counselling to 
Extension students and will also concern itself with problems faced by Exten- 
sion students in their pursuit of a degree. This concern can only be effective 
if there is communication between the students and their Dean. You are 
urged to avail yourself of this service whenever you feel the need. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Extension Division of the University of Windsor is an integral part 
of the educational program of the university. It is organized to serve those 
members of the Windsor community and its environs who are unable to attend 
as full-time students. Extension students can begin a college education, 
continue previous programs, improve their knowledge and skills, as well as 
study for self improvement or avocational interests. 


The courses offered are of the same caliber as the day program, and are 
interchangeable at any time according to the needs of the students. Degrees 
and Certificates are granted by the University, regardless of whether the 
classes were attended in the Extension Division or as full-time or part-time 
day students. 


RESIDENCE AND LENGTH OF COURSE 


The number of years of attendance required for the attainment of any 
degree is as indicated in each program. This time may be reduced through 
the transfer of credit from another university. Attendance at intramural 
classes for at least one full academic year or the equivalent shall be required. 
This can be done by attending the Winter Session part-time (day or evening), 
Intersession or Summer School. 


Transfer of Credits 


Of the 16 courses (beyond Grade 13) necessary for the general B.A. 
degree, the University may accept a maximum of 11 courses by transfer from 
another approved university or college, provided such courses are comparable 
in content and weight to courses given here. No more than 5, however, of 
these 11 courses may have been completed by correspondence. 


For the degree from an Honors program, the final year (or equivalent) 
must be taken at the University of Windsor. 


For a degree from the General program, a student must take a 
minimum of one full year (five courses) consisting of courses at the Second 
or Third Year level, and including at least two courses in the major, at 
the University of Windsor. 


CLASSIFICATION OF STUDENTS 


An Adult Student is one who lacks the regular admission requirements and 
who is twenty-one years of age by December 31 of the year of application, 
and who has been out of full-time formal Secondary School studies for three 
years or out of Grade 13 for two years. A student in this category may be 
admitted to First Year on probation; prerequisites for a specific program are 
to be made up by additional courses or private study. The applicant’s birth 
certificate must be submitted with his application. 


An Audit Student is one who is admitted to a credit course simply as a 
“listener”, and not for credit. He is not obliged to do the assignments and is 
not permitted to write the examination. In the event that an AUDIT student 
writes the examination contrary to this regulation, the mark submitted by 
the examiner will not be entered on any university record. 


Students registered in this category must sign the following declaration: 


I, the undersigned, understand that the courses which I am taking 
as an audit student cannot count towards degrees or diplomas issued 
here or elsewhere, now or in the future. 
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A Conditioned Student is one who, in any year, does not have standing in a 
required subject or subjects of a preceding year. He may not take more than 
6 other courses as long as these conditions remain. (See page 20, “Limitation 
of Course Selection’”.) 


An 0O.C.E. Up-Grading Student is one who is a college graduate, taking 
courses for certification by the Department of Education. 


NOTE: Any teacher wishing to use the courses listed in this calendar for 
credit toward the academic requirements for Endorsement or Type A must 
write to the Director, Advanced Academic Requirements, Ontario College of 
Education, 371 Bloor Street West, Toronto 5, Ontario, for an official ruling 
on his standing, in order to ensure that the courses in which he wishes to 
enrol will meet the requirements of his own academic programs. 


This permission must be obtained EACH time the student wishes to take a 
course for upgrading purposes. 


New students should not wait for approval from O.C.E. before requesting 
application forms. 


The onus rests with the student to obtain permission from the appropriate 
certifying body for these courses which he wishes to take for upgrading 
purposes. 


A Probationary Student is one who is placed in that category either by the 
Committee on Admissions or the Academic Standing Committee of his 
Faculty. 


A Provisional Student is one who is allowed to attend class while his 
yo Pevaet ne is incomplete or under consideration by the Committee on 
ssions. 


If the file is not complete by the last day of registration, or if the student 
is not eligible for admission as a credit student, he will be allowed to continue 
on a non-credit basis only, as an Audit Student. (See “Audit”, page 9). 


A Regular Student is one who has satisfied all the admission requirements 
and is pursuing the course program as outlined in the calendar. 


A Repeating Student is one who is required to pass each individual subject of 
an approved registration or obtain a C average on these subjects for the 
equivalent of one full-time academic year (for I year, 6 courses; for II and III 
years, 5 courses). If he fails to do so, he shall be required to withdraw. 


A Special Student is one who is taking courses for credit but not proceeding 
to a degree at this University. 


A Transfer Student is one who wishes to transfer his credits (at any level) to 
the University of Windsor from another college or university. 


A Transient Student is one who is taking a course for credit at the 
University of Windsor with the written permission of the Registrar of his 
home university. A student may also register in courses on proof of good 
standing at his home university (transcript or current grade report). 


COURSE LOAD 


Three courses in the Summer Semester constitute the equivalent of a 
full-time program. 
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No more than two courses may be taken during the Intersession, combining 
day and evening classes. 


No more than two courses may be taken during the Summer Session, 
combining day and evening classes. 


No more than two courses may be taken during the regular Evening Session 
(September to April). 


Students enrolled in a course that also involves lab work will require special 
permission to take a second course. 


COUNSELLING 


It is recommended that students who are within five courses of graduation 
make a counselling appointment. Others will find the explanation of their 
standing by a careful reading of this calendar. 


The responsibility for familiarizing himself with the requirements for degrees 
and with academic regulations rests primarily with the student himself. At 
registration, no student may take an additional course, or make any other 
exception to the approved program as outlined in the calendar without 
written permission from his Dean.

REGULAR EXAMINATIONS AND TERM WORK 


The regular examinations will be held in December, April, June, and at the 
close of the Summer Session. If a student writes more than one examination 
in a course, the last mark he obtains shall be the only one considered for 
academic credit. 


In all subjects, the ratio of term-work marks to examination marks is 
determined by the teaching staff of the Departments. 

Term work in a course will not be credited to a student beyond the year 
in which the course is taken.

CONDUCT OF STUDENTS DURING EXAMINATIONS 


A candidate writing an examination will write on the paper provided for 
him; he may not talk to another candidate; he may not copy from another 
nor allow another to copy from him; he may not bring into the examination 
room any printed or written material (except such aids as may be specifically 
permitted for a candidate writing a particular subject). 


Any violation of these rules will be regarded as a serious offence, and may 
lead to the cancellation of the paper(s) of the offending student and even 
to his expulsion from the University.

FAILURES 
(a) Failure of a subject: 
To pass a subject a student must obtain a D standing. 


If the mark obtained in a subject is an F, a student may be allowed to 
write a supplemental examination, except as noted in (b) below. 


A student who has been allowed to write a supplemental examination, 
and fails to obtain at least a D standing in it, will not be eligible for re- 
examionyen without a further year’s attendance in the course in which he 

as failed. 


An Extension student who fails a prescribed course (i.e., after writing 
the regular or supplemental examination) must repeat that course at his next 
session of attendance, if the course is offered. 


A failed course may be repeated once only. 


If a student fails two out of any consecutive six courses, or has less than 
a D average on the six courses, or has a low major average, his case will be 
considered by the Academic Standing Committee of his Faculty. 


A STUDENT WHO DOES NOT OFFICIALLY WITHDRAW FROM A 
COURSE (SEE PAGE 12) AND DOES NOT WRITE THE FINAL 
EXAMINATION, WILL RECEIVE A FAILING GRADE IN THAT SUB- 
JECT AND WILL NOT BE ENTITLED TO FURTHER EXAMINATION 
WITHOUT REPEATING IT. 


(b) Failure of a year: 


A student who has failed his year is not permitted to write any 
supplemental or special examinations on the work of that year, but will be 
allowed to retain credit in subjects in which he has obtained a B grade or 
better (Faculty of Arts and Science) or C or better (Faculty of Business 
Administration). 


A student who is required to repeat his year in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science must obtain a passing grade in each individual subject of his approved 
registration or an overall average of C at the following spring examinations. 
If he fails to meet this requirement he will be required to withdraw from the 
Faculty of Arts and Science. 


A student who is required to repeat his year in the Faculty of Business 
Administration must obtain an overall average of C or withdraw from the 
faculty. 


(c) Readmission of students who have been required to withdraw for 
academic reasons: 


Students who have been required to withdraw must withdraw for one 
complete year from all regular and Extension courses. They may then apply 
through the Admissions Office for readmission. The Committee may refuse 
the petition for admission, admit to part-time day or Extension courses only, 
or admit to full time studies. Such students, if re-admitted, will be subject 
to the regulations applying to repeating students. 


Students who have been required to withdraw a second time, will not be 
eligible for readmission under any conditions. 
APPEALS 
(a) Aegrotat Standing: 


A student who wishes to receive consideration on account of serious illness 
or bereavement prior to or during the examination period should communicate 
with the Office of the Registrar as soon as possible and must submit sup- 
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porting documents (e.g. a medical certificate) within one week of the date 
of the scheduled examination. In such cases, the appropriate committee of 
the Faculty concerned may grant aegrotat standing in the subject or subjects 
concerned on the basis of the term mark or (in the case of all Faculties 
except Law and Education) assign an Incomplete Grade or (in the case 
of the Faculties of Law or Education) grant permission for a supplemental 
examination. 


(b) Other Appeals: 


While all papers in failed subjects are re-read before the grades are 
submitted, and every care is taken to record marks accurately, any student 
who considers that some factor affecting the final mark on the examination 
was not considered by the examiner, may appeal to have the subject reviewed. 
This request should be submitted in writing to the Registrar’s Office by the 
deadline date for submission of appeals, together with a fee of $10.00. 
In the event that the grade is changed as a result of the appeal, the fee 
will be refunded. 


Any appeal for special consideration must be submitted in writing to the 
Registrar’s Office no later than two weeks after the final mark has been 
released by the Registrar. 


GRADUATION 


If your present registration completes your degree requirements, contact the 
Registrar’s Office for other information relative to graduation. 


Registration in any program does not constitute an application for a degree 
or diploma. 


An official application for graduation must be filled out and filed in the 
Registrar’s Office 30 days prior to the Convocation at which the applicant 
hopes to graduate. 


In cases in which credit is sought for work done elsewhere, official transcripts 
or other documentary evidence required by the Registrar’s Office, not already 
submitted, must be conveyed to the Registrar’s Office prior to the same date. 
Failure to comply with these regulations may disqualify the student for 
graduation at the Convocation concerned. 


TRANSCRIPTS 


Students wishing to order transcripts should contact the Registrar’s Office. 


LIBRARY SCIENCE 


Every student entering the University of Windsor in Preliminary or First 
Year is required to complete satisfactorily a course in Library Science, except 
those who have completed similar work at Teacher’s College and submit 
their Teaching Certificate. 


LETTER OF PERMISSION 


Extension students, wishing to take courses at another university either by 
intramural] instruction or by correspondence, must obtain written permission 
from the Dean of Extension for each subject.

BACHELOR OF ARTS 
ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS 


The following are the requirements for regular admission. Students lacking 
regular admission requirements may be admitted under special conditions 
(see below). 


Admission to First Year 


Admission to First Year of the University is obtained in one of the following 
ways: 


(a) From Ontario Grade 13: 


The general admission requirement is an average of 60% (or equivalent) 
on a full Grade 13 level program as approved by the Secondary School; and 
submission of satisfactory test results as scored by the Service for Admission 
to College and University. 


It is strongly recommended that a student’s Secondary School program 
at the Grade 11 and 12 levels include English (or Francais), another language, 
Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, and Geography or History. 


The subjects required for admission to a particular program are shown in the 
General Calendar with the specific admission requirements for each Faculty. 
Direct all inquiries regarding Admission to the Admissions Office. 


(b) From Preliminary Year: 


The satisfactory completion of the Preliminary Year prepares a student 
for admission to First Year of all undergraduate programs, provided the 
proper subjects are chosen and the appropriate average obtained. 


(c) From Outside Ontario: 


An applicant who has completed High School work outside Ontario 
should submit the Departmental or other official certificates (originals) to 
the Committee on Admissions for a decision regarding eligibility for entrance. 

The General Certificate of Education of Great Britain (or an equivalent 
certificate from elsewhere in the Commonwealth) will admit to the First 
Year provided it indicates satisfactory completion of five subjects, with two 
at the Advanced Level appropriate to the course chosen, or four subjects with 
three at the Advanced Level appropriate to the course chosen. 


Special Admission 


Students lacking the regular admission requirements which are outlined above 
may be admitted to the University under one of the following: 


(a) Adult Student: 
A student who lacks the regular admission requirements, and who is 
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twenty-one years of age by December 31 of the year of application, and who 
has been out of full time formal Secondary School studies for three years or 
out of Grade 13 for two years, may be admitted to First Year on probation 
(see below); prerequisites for a specific program are to be made up by 
additional courses or private study. The applicant’s birth certificate must be 
submitted with his application. 


(b) Teacher’s College Graduate: 


Graduates of the one year program of the Ontario Teachers’ College, who 
do not otherwise qualify for admission, may be admitted to First Year Arts 
on a six-course probation program. 


Of the first three courses taken, two must be taken during the same 
session, a grade of D obtained in each, and an average of C on the two course 
combination. At the end of the two course session, if the required grades and 
averages have not been attained, the student may be required to withdraw 
from the university. If the required grades and averages are attained, the 
student may continue in Extension on probation until the six required courses 
have been taken. To remove probation, the student must pass six courses 
with an overall average of D. 


(c) On Probation: 


A student lacking the full admission requirements may be placed on 
probation by the Committee on Admissions. Probation is removed when the 
student passes his probationary period. 


Students placed on six course probation must pass four of the first six 
courses taken and obtain an average of D on the six. Should the student fail 
to do this, he will not be allowed to continue, but will be required to withdraw 
from the Faculty. For regulations pertaining to the possible readmission of 
students who have been required to withdraw, see page 15. 


An Extension student who fails to remove probation must withdraw from 
the university for one full year. He may then apply for readmission. If he 
fails a second time, he will be required to withdraw permanently from the 
university. 


(d) On Trial: 


A student may be accepted into a particular course program on trial; if 
such student shows unsatisfactory progress or fails his year, he will not be 
permitted to repeat the same course program. 


(e) Audit Student: 
For regulations pertaining to this category see page 9. 


(f) Transfer from C.A.A.T.: 


Students who achieve high standing in the three year program of the 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute or a College of Applied Arts and Technology 
may be considered for admission to an appropriate second year university 
program. 


Students who achieve high standing in two years of non-university post- 
secondary education may be considered for admission to an appropriate first 
year university program. 


B.A. PROGRAM (General) 
Students may complete the requirements for the B.A. degree in the General 
Course by attendance at evening classes (winter) only, or at evening classes 


and Summer School, or at Summer School only, and by completing satis- 
factorily the following program.

The program for the General course will consist of 16 courses (beyond 
ie level of Grade 13 or Preliminary Year) selected from four groups of 
subjects:

Subjects in each year shall be selected as follows: 
I Year —6 courses from at least 3 groups (A; B; C or D) 
II Year —5 courses from at least 2 groups 
III Year —5 courses from at least 2 groups 


Every Program must include: 


(a) a major consisting of at least 5 courses and not more than 7 in one 
subject as specified by the department concerned. 


(b) a minor consisting of at least 3 courses and not more than 5 in one 
subject as specified by the department concerned. 


(c) electives to make up a total of 16 courses provided that not more 
than a total of 12 courses are selected from one group. 


It is recommended that the subject in which a student intends to major 
be included in the six courses of I Year. 


Students intending to major in Mathematics must take Mathematics 
113 or 115, 120a or 121a, and 191b in I Year; students intending to 
major in Economics must take Economics 102; students intending 
to major in French are advised to take French 114. 


For Specific major and minor requirements, see page 22 ff. 


Students intending to enter an honours program must take the subjects 
of I Year prescribed for admission to the II Year of that honours 
program. 


a) Electives will be chosen in consultation with the department in which 
the student is majoring. 


b) In any year a student may choose subjects from another year pro- 
vided that prerequisites are aetienied and the subject is available without 
clash of time table. 


c) Not more than 8 of the 16 courses may be selected from those 
numbered less than 200. Of those numbered below 100, no subject may 
be taken for credit with the exception of beginning language courses. 


d) Electives may also be selected from Social Work, and courses out- 
side the Faculty of Arts and Science, subject to the consent of the 
Faculty, Department or School concerned and the Head of the Depart- 
ment in which the student is majoring. Except for courses in Computer 
Science, where more than two electives may be taken, not more than 
two such courses may be credited towards a degree.

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Special B.A. Graduating Requirements: 
No student will be admitted to a Bachelor’s degree who has not: 


(a) Obtained at least Grade D on all the prescribed and elective work of 
his program. 


(b) Obtained a Grade C or better in at least half of the courses of his senior 
year, or an overall average of at least Grade C on the work of his senior 
year. 


(c) Obtained an average of Grade C in all the courses in his major subject 
belonging to the Second and Third Years, exclusive of minor requirements. 


Limitation of Course Selection: 


Students admitted to Preliminary Year, or to First Year with conditions, may 
not take courses beyond the First Year level until Preliminary Year has been 
cleared or conditions removed. (See page 10). 


SUPPLEMENTAL EXAMINATIONS 


All supplemental privileges are determined by the Dean in consultation 
with the Academic Standing Committee. 


No student will be allowed to write supplemental examinations in more than 
two full courses, or the equivalent in half-courses, in any one year. 


Supplemental grades will not be included in determination of the year’s 
average. 


If a student, who has been granted permission to write a supplemental 
examination in a subject, either does not write, or fails to obtain a D grade 
after the examination, he may not write further supplemental or special 
examinations in the course involved, but must repeat it in its entirety to 
obtain credit for it. 


Only four supplemental examinations will be allowed in the sixteen courses 
required for the general Bachelor of Arts degree. They will be distributed 
as follows: two in the first six courses, two in the remaining ten courses. 
If a student fails any course after the four supplementals have been written, 
the subject must be repeated, or another course substituted. 


A student intending to write a supplemental examination must apply to the 


Registrar’s Office by the date set by that office and pay the appropriate fee.

Students who wish to pursue the degree of Bachelor of Commerce following 
another baccalaureate degree must complete ten courses in Business 
Administration subjects offered by the Faculty of Business Administration 
at the University of Windsor. 


The purpose of the special Bachelor of Commerce program is to provide 
educated men and women with a grounding in business ideas and techniques 
which will equip them for positions of responsbility in industry and commerce.

Basic Foods: A study of the structure, nature and composition of 
foods, principles underlying the selection and preparation of foods of 
standard quality; practical experierce in meal management, such as menu 
planning, food purchasing, preparation and service; food preservation. 
NOTE: This course is limited to 30 students. 


HOME ECONOMICS 330 (Section 30) 
Tuesday (6:00-8:30 p.m.) $120. 
Lab (time included above) $30. 


Tailoring: Emphasis is placed on original designer patterns and the use 
of appropriate fabrics for such designs. A study of tailored apparel; specialized 
tailoring techniques applied to the construction of a garment from a com- 
mercial pattern; evaluation of methods used in tailored garments. (Pre- 
requisite: Home Economics 110ab).

Nineteenth and Twentieth Century: from Verismo to the present. 


ITALIAN 380 (Section 1) 


Wednesday (4:00-6:30 p.m.) $120. 


Literature of the Middle Ages: Dante, Petrarca, Boccaccio. Selected 
readings from the Inferno, Canzoniere, Decamerone. 


LAW 200 (Section 30) 


Tuesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 


An examination of the legal aspects of contemporary social issues and 
the role of law in the process of social change. Certain current issues will be 
selected for study, such as language and educational rights, drug abuse, Indian 
policy, police powers and protection of environment. 
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LIBRARY ORIENTATION (Section 30) 


Tuesday (6:00-7:00 p.m.) Sept. 12—Oct. 24 $10. 
Use of Books and Libraries: A basic course intended to acquaint students 
with the most efficient means of using library materials. The emphasis is 
placed on library research methods, including demonstration of techniques 
designed for use of the card catalogue, basic reference works, periodical 
indexes and abstracts.

Introduction to matrices and 
vectors. Linear programming. Determinants, Cramer’s Rule, systems of 
patent (Recommended Prerequisite: Mathematics 020 or Grade 13 Math- 
ematics 2). 


MATHEMATICS 114 (Section 30) 


Tuesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 

Calculus: Differential and integral calculus of algebraic and transcen- 
dental functions. Maxima and minima, related rates. Curve sketching in 
rectangular and polar coordinates. Area, volume, work. Techniques of integra- 
tion. Approximate integration. A variety of problems related to engineering. 
(Prerequisites: Mathematics 010 and 020 or Grade 13 Mathematics 1 and 2). 
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MATHEMATICS 115 (Section 30) 


Tuesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 

Calculus: Limits and Continuity: Derivatives and integrals of algebraic 
and transcendental functions. Maxima and minima, related rates, differentials. 
Mean value theorems. Fundamental theorem of calculus. Techniques of 
integration. A variety of problems related to physics and chemistry. (Pre- 
requisites: Mathematics 010 and 020 or Grade 13 Mathematics 1 and 2). 


MATHEMATICS 201 (Section 30) 


Wednesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 

Structure of Arithmetic: Set theory, construction of the natural num- 
bers, integers, rational and real numbers; positional notation and algorithms; 
elementary number theory. (This course may not be taken for credit 
subsequent to or concurrent with Mathematics 191b).

Philosophy 115 deals with a range of major philosophical issues;

PHILOSOPHY 115 (Section 30) 
Wednesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 


Basic Issues in Philosophy: Mind, knowledge, Nature, freedom, human 
destiny, the essence of the “real” as they have appeared to philosophical 
reflection. An introduction to rigorous thinking about such subjects through 
the writings of selected major philosophers—ancient, modern, and con- 
temporary. 


PHILOSOPHY 122 (Section 30) 
Thursday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 


Ethics and Human Values: An introduction to the fundamental concepts 
of ethics: freedom and responsibility; the right and the good, values and 
ideals; the notions of duty and virtue. Representative historical positions. 


PHILOSOPHY 226 (Section 1) 


Tuesday and Thursday (4:30-6:00 p.m.) $120. 


Philosophy of Education: The moral and metaphysical purpose of the 
per of man. Perennial and contemporary problems in the philosophy 
of education. 
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PHILOSOPHY 328 (Section 1) 


Monday, Wednesday, Friday (4:00-5:00 p.m.) $120. 


Philosophical Psychology: Topics such as: The mind-body problem 
(“Is thinking a brain process?’’); the problem of personal identity (“Am I a 
mind, or a body, or a mind-body complex?”); modes of consciousness — 
thinking, perceiving, pile etc.; logical analysis of action, intention, 
desire, emotion and free will; varieties of behaviorism; the possibility of 
extra-sensory perception and disembodied existence. 


PHILOSOPHY 339 (Section 30)

Contemporary Philosophy of Religion: A study of areas currently in 
dispute between philosophy and religious thought. The nature of religious 
claims; modern semantics and religious language; the analysis of such 
religious concepts as ‘God’, ‘faith’, and ‘sin’. Philosophical roots of recent 
theological trends. Selected readings.

PHYSICS 119 (Section 30)

Introduction to Astronomy and Space. Science: The earth, planets, solar 

system, stars, galaxies and nebulae. Discussion of current theories of the 

structure of the universe, with references to the latest space experiments. 

This course is especially designed for the non-scientist. 

NOTE: This course is limited to 126 students. 


PHYSICS 336 (Section 1) 


Time to be arranged by consultation with Department $120. 
Modern Physics: A selection of topics will be presented, including the 
atomic properties of matter, the conduction of electricity through gases, the 
quantum theory, atomic and nuclear structure, the special theory of relativity. 
(Prerequisites: Physics 222 and 223, Mathematics 211 or equivalent), 


PHYSICS 455 (Section 1) 


Time to be arranged by consultation with Department $120. 


Introduction to Quantum Mechanics: Particle-wave duality, the uncer- 
tainty principle, the Schroedinger equation. The harmonic oscillator and the 
hydrogen atom. The linear operator, eigenfunctions and eigenvalues, potential 
well problems, scattering theory. The matrix formulation, perturbation theo- 
ries and approximation methods; identical particles and spin. (Prerequisites: 
Physics 336, 355, Mathematics 362c or equivalent).

Provincial Government: The role of provincial governments and the 
litics of Canada’s principal regions—The Atlantic Provinces, Quebec, 
ntario, The Prarie Provinces and British Columbia. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 325 (Section 30) 
Thursday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 


Canadian Public Policy and Administration: An introduction to public 
policy management including organizational theory, personnel and financial 
management, the extent of government activity, and aspects of bureaucratic 
influence on the political system. 


POLITICAL SCIENCE 395 (Section 30) 
Monday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 


Society and Polity: A theoretical and empirical investigation of societal 
factors in the political process in contemporary western societies. The main 
focus is on social structure and class conflict; political alienation and 
political violence; the nature of elites; the impact of corporate organizations; 
technology; analysis of mass society and pluralism.

Developmental Psychology: The development of the child and adolescent; 
reading and discussion in theories and research related to developmental 
psychology.

Monday, first semester (7:00-9:00 p.m.)—Sec. 30 $60. 
Monday and Wednesday, first semester (4:00-5:30 p.m.)—Sec. 2 $60. 


Educational Psychology: Psychology of the learning processes and the 
variables that affect learning such as intelligence, motivation, attitudes, 
aa relations, and Cultural background. (Prerequisite: Psychology 
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PSYCHOLOGY 226b (Sections 30 and 2) 


Monday, second semester (7:00-9:00 p.m.)—Sec. 30 $60.

Educational Psychology: Study of problem behaviour in the classroom; 
issues such as maladaptive behaviour, perceptual and learning handicaps, 
academic counselling, psychological testing.

Psychological Statistics: Probability, sampling, estimation, tests of signi- 
ficance, chi-square, analysis of variance, correlation and regression. (Pre- 
requisite: Psychology 115). 


PSYCHOLOGY 231 (Section 30) 
Monday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 


Abnormal Psychology: Concepts of and criteria of the normal and 
abnormal. A consideration of the organic and psychological sources of mental 
illness with special emphasis on the etiology, symptoms and dynamics of 
neuroses, psychoses and psychopathies. (Prerequisite: Psychology 115). 


PSYCHOLOGY 327 (Section 30) 
Tuesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 


Behavioural Processes in Education and the Family: Behavioural prin- 
ciples applied to classroom problems and family processes. (Prerequisite: 
teaching experience or permission of the instructor). 


PSYCHOLOGY 329 (Section 30) 


Wednesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 

Psychology of Personality: A consideration of empirical evidence and 
theoretical positions in personality. Research methods; basic concepts of 
trait, attitude, style, and motive; systematic approaches to personality, e.g. 
psychoanalytic, behaviouristic, existential, cognitive, etc. (Prerequisite: 
Psychology 115). 


PSYCHOLOGY 334 (Section 30)

Industrial Psychology: Personnel selection and performance appraisal, 
training, managerial decision-making, leadership, communications, job satis- 
faction, and consumer behaviour.

SCANDINAVIAN 318 (Section 30) 


Tuesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 


A Survey of Cultural Traditions of Scandinavian Europe: Lectures, 
seminars, and discussions on the cultural development of the Scandinavian 
countries from the earliest North Germanic roots to the present. This 
course is given entirely in English.

Social Deviance and Control: Theories and empirical studies of deviance 
and control, including developmental and social learning theories; deviant 
roles, careers and groups. Sociological analysis of the impact of societal 
reactions and institutions on deviant conduct. (Prerequisite: three courses 
at the 300 level or consent of instructor). 


SPANISH 113 (Section 30) 
Wednesday (7:00-9:00 p.m.) $120. 
Lab to be arranged $10. 


_Advanced: Intensive grammar review. An introduction to Hispanic 
civilization. (Prerequisite: Grade 13 Spanish, the equivalent or approval of 
the Department). 


SPEECH 


After September 1971, the prerequisite for all Speech courses 
will be Speech 100. Prior to that date, Speech 200 is acceptable 
in place of Speech 100.

Effective Speech: A course in the fundamentals of effective speech 
intended to develop poise and confidence in speaking; it will include voice, 
diction, bodily action, preparation of speeches.

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SPEECH 204 (Section 30)

The God Question and Modern Man: An exploration of the question of 
God: its roots in man’s experience and search for meaning, its context in 
human language and culture, its implications for man’s relationships with 
others and the world. Approaches and concepts of both atheistic and 
Christian authors; such as Marx, Sartre, Freud, Tillich, Rahner, Macquarrie. 


THEOLOGY 249 (Section 1)

Catechetics—Communications in Theology: History, structure, goal of 
catechetics; kerygma and catechetics. Psychic attitudes and psychological 
orientation in the art of communication. Great themes in catechesis—faith, 
sacraments, morality, sin, salvation history, etc.

Encounter with World Religions: A comparative study of various types 
and functions of religion as evidenced in early Hinduism and Buddhism, 
early Confucianism and Taoism, West African religion, Islam and Judaism.

ANTHROPOLOGY 110 (Section 40) 


Tuesday (6:30-9:30 p.m.) $120. 


Introduction to Anthropology: The study of man in both biological 
(Physical Anthropology) and cultural (Archaeology and Ethnology) aspects; 
human evolution; the nature of culture, including material culture, economics, 
social and political organization, language, and religion.

ANTHROPOLOGY 385 (Section 40)

anthropology. The relationship of culture and personality research to general 
social and cultural research. A review of the modern sub-fields of psycho- 
logical id (Prerequisite: Anthropology 110 or consent of 
instructor).
